Housewites will also be able to 
purchase 40 ounces of maple syrup 
and four coupons ‘will now buy one 
gallon. This increase is effective 
until May 31st after which the 
quanity will be reduced to 24 fluid 
ounces per coupon. 

Likewise the ration of maple 
sugar is to be increased from half 


a pound to two pounds per coupon - 


during the whole year. 

Ration of jam. jelly, maple but- 
ter and honey butter increases from 
6 to 12 fluid ounces and molasses 
from 20 fluid ounces (one pint) to 
40 fluid ounces (one quart), The 
coupon valueof corn, cane or any 
blended table syrup has been in- 
creased from 14 to 15 ounces, but 
cranberry remains at a coupon 
value of 12 fluid ounces.

We 
have’ cut and aksembled these in 
our workroom here, The women 
during the year cut 1429% yards of 
Flannelette into 318 nightgowns 
and pyjamas for children ranging 
in, size from 10 to 14 years. 40 yds 
of wool coating and 53 yards of 
Ining mto 19 coats. 63% yards of 
wool material into 143 sleeping 
bags for the Russian Relief. 50 
yards of blue Eiderdown into 60 
nightingales. 60 yards of 72 inch 
pink Eiderdown into 107 baby 
blankets some of which were but- 
tonholed and crocheted around by 
a few of the young girla, for which 
we are very grateful. 10 yards of 
khaki drill into 36 comfart bags. 
We have a few ladies who make 
a garment a month at home as they 
cannot come out, others that make 
a garment a week and quite often 
more, We have one lady who has 
turned in over 100 articles from the 
22nd of June to the 31st of Decem- 
ber and another very close follow- 
er. 
We have had two raffles, these 
were handled by the girl's chub, 
The Nutty Knitters which Zeta 
Marriott handled so graciously. 
May I thank the young people for 
their efforts. May I thank the 
gentlemen and the executive for 
the grand job they did in spansor- 
ing the dance, which added $85.00 
to the funds of the Branch. In clos- 
ing my report,I would like to ex- 
press our sincere wnanks to the 
Mayor and Councillors of Bassano 
for the use of ther spactou’ build- 
ing, our Red Cross Headquarters, 
as it has been a pleasure to work 
in. it. To Mr, J. R. Donaldson for 
auditing the books each month and 
at the end of the year.
